Agnew, K orea’s 
Park Disagree on 
U.S. Withdrawals 


atiUUL (AiJ) — Vice Presi­ 
dent Sp iro T. Agnew conferred 
for nearly six hou rs today with 
Sou th Korean President Chu ng 
Hee Park abou t the troop with­ 
drawals the United States wants 
to m ake from Korea and the 
U.S. aid Park wants to offset 
the 
redu ction 
in 
American 
forces. 
Agnew 
said 
the 
talks went 
“ v ery well,” bu t they lasted far 
bey ond the two hou rs that had 
been schedu led. The v ice p resi­ 
dent said he ex p ected to resu m e 
his discu ssion with the Sou th 
Korean leader at dinner tonight. 
Agnew annou nced on his a r­ 
riv al Monday that the United 
States will p rov ide Sou th Korea 
with additional m ilitary aid to 
modernize its arm ed forces. No 
details are ex p ected u ntil after 


an American stu dy of Sou th Ko- 
rea’s m ilitary needs and talks 
between technical p ersonnel of 
the two gov ernments. 
American sou rces say the Ko­ 
reans are seeking a $3 billion, 
fiv e-y ear p rogram , more than 
fou r times the $140 million a 
y ear cu rrently being p rov ided. 
Korean sou rces hav e indicat­ 
ed Park wou ld demand concrete 
assu rances of U.S. aid before 
drop p ing objections to Washing­ 
ton’s p lans to withdraw 20,000 of 
the 6 2,000 U.S. troop s in Korea. 
Agnew’s lengthy session with 
Park indicated the Sou th Ko­ 
rean p resident and his aides 
laid ou t in considerable detail 
their contention that the U.S. 
withdrawals, p art of the world­ 
wide redu ction of U.S. forces, 
cou ld leav e this stau nch Ameri­ 


can any op en to a new inv asion 
from Commu nist North Korea. 
Korean 
sou rces 
said 
Park 
blu ntly told 
Agnew 
Monday , 
du ring the v ice p resident’s ar­ 
riv al cou rtesy call, that he and 
his officials disagree with the 
U.S. assessm ent that another in­ 
v asion is ex tremely u nlikely and 
that the 
Sou th 
Koreans 
are 
strong enou gh to handle any ­ 
thing with the aid of the Ameri­ 
can forces that will remain. 
U.S. officials say their gov ern­ 
ment will 
make no sp ecific 
p romises u ntil it analy zes the 
shop p ing list Park giv es Agnew. 
The v ice p resident also told 
newsmen cn rou te to Seou l that 
he did not ex p ect the Nix on ad­ 
ministration to recommend any 
sp ecific p rogram to Congress as 
a resu lt of his talks with Park. 
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Congress will enact into law the 
Senate amendment to cu t the 
ex tra combat p ay the United 
States is p rov iding for Korean 
and Thai soldiers in Vietnam. 
Korean leaders said the cu t 
cou ld force them to remov e 
their 50,000 men from Vietnam. 
Nonmilitary items also were 
discu ssed by the two leaders, in­ 
clu ding p rop osals in Congress to 
limit tex tile imp orts, a restric­ 
tion 
that 
some 
American 
sou rces say might hav e ev en 
more drastic imp act on Korea 
than on Jap an.

In a random sampling of college pro­ 
fessors and instru ctors active in campu s 
u pheaval which inclu des 72 sketchy bi­ 
ographies the first thing to note is that 
these protesting facu lty are not a you ng 
grou p. Even inclu ding the teaching as­ 
sistants, the median age is 37. 
The oldest is 72. Ten are between 
47 and 50. 15 between 40 and 45. 
Only 11 are u nder 30. even when teach­ 
ing assistants and stu dent instru ctors are 
inclu ded. Eighteen more are u nder 36. 
fSince the names of teaching assistants 
and stu dent instru ctors are often omitted 
in news reports, this list, u ndou btedly 
does not inclu de the proper proportions 
of the ju nior facu lty.) 
The second thing to note is the range 
of 
academic 
fields 
and 
departments 
which are strongly or only slightly rep­ 
resented. 
One-fifth are in psychology and philos­ 
ophy. one-fifth in sociology and econo- 
nomics. one-fifth in English and modern 
langu ages and one-fifth in the physical 
sciences (mathematics, physics, chemis­ 
try, biology and bacteriology). 
Together, these fou r grou ps accou nt 
for 80 per cent of the teachers listed. 
Interestingly, the list inclu des only one 
man who teaches law, two in engineering 
and one in religion (thou gh two campu s 
ministers and one campu s rabbi are in­ 
volved. 
Inasmu ch as the majority of the pro­ 
tests involve Vietnam in one way or an­ 
other, it is interesting to note that only 
three history teachers are inclu ded in the 
list. 
Likewise, since nu mbers of the pro­ 
testers have 
strongly q u estioned 
the 


workings of this government, it is cu riou s 
to note that only three teachers of gov­ 
ernment and political science are in­ 
clu ded. 
There is only scattered information on 
the organizational backgrou nds of these 
72 men and women and even less data on 
how many have openly advocated vio­ 
lence either in their classrooms or ou t. 
Therefore, the nu mbers listed below have 
no q u antitative meaning. 
Bu t even so, it is interesting to note 
that seven are or were members of the 
Commu nist party (some were officials in 
the party). Three more have identified 
themselves as Marxists or Trotskyites. 
Six others have or had memberships in 
the Socialist Workers Party, three in the 
You ng Socialists Alliance, two in the Pro­ 
gressive Labor Party and one each in the 
American You th for Democracy, the La­ 
bor You th Leagu e and the Socialist Clu b. 
As might be expected, nu mbers have at 
one time or another had some connection 
with the Stu dents for Democratic Society 
(SDS). 
The data itself wou ld su ggest no co­ 
ordinated 
movement. 
Ideas obviou siy 
spread from place to place. Teachers and 
stu dents move. .Some ju nket from cam ­ 
pu s to campu s as sort of jou rneymen 
demonstrators. 
In some riots, inclu ding the particu ­ 
larly violent ones, the nu mber of ou tsid­ 
ers has been q u ite large. Bu t more im­ 
portantly, a radicalized taeacher, when 
he moves to a new post, q u ite natu rally 
carries his ideas and his techniq u es with 
him. This is a q u ite different thing from 
a centralized plan organized by a nation­ 
al or regional committee. 
Ike in Contex t 


President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower’s 
most ftmous speech was his last one. 
It was in his Farewell Address on J anu­ 
ary 17 , 196 1. that he pointed to the emer­ 
gence of somethiing “ new to the Ameri­ 
can ex periment” — the “ conjunction of 
an immense military establishment and 
a large arms industry .” 
In a phrase that has echoed and re­ 
echoed down the ensuing decade, he went 
on to warn that “ in the councils of 
gov­ 
ernment, we must guard against the ac­ 
quisition of unwarranted influence, wheth­ 
er sought or unsought, by the military - 
industrial complex .” 
Recently it was decided to include the 
address as a prominent part of the Eisen­ 
hower Corridor, a memorial to him on the 
third floor of the Pentagon near the 
office 
of the secretary of defense. 
But it was also decided to delete the 
part about the military -industrial com­ 
plex , charges Ray mond Friday Locke, 
editor of Mankind magazine. 
Tills is not only an injustice to the late 
President, complains Locke, but the peo­ 
ple responsible for censoring him hav e 
also done themselv es a grav e injustice. 
This hanky -panky with Eisenhower’s 
Farewell Address will only add fuel to an 


already rather hot fire, he thinks. 
But the Pentagon’s sensitiv ity is at 
least understandable, for Eisenhower’s 
words hav e been twisted out of their 
original contex t by any number of people 
with any number of ax es to grind. 
It was not the military -industrial com­ 
plex itself that Eisenhower warned of. 
It was, after all, this combination which 
enabled him to lead the Allied armies to 
v ictory in World War II. 
What he feared was the ev er-present 
possibility that those with a v ested inter­ 
est in defense might acquire “ unwar­ 
ranted influence, whether sought or un­ 
sought” in the nation’s affairs, bringing 
with it “ the potential for disastrous rise 
of misplaced power.” 
Eisenhower did not propose the dis­ 
mantling of the military -industrial com­ 
plex . He merely said, in the continuation 
of the passage, “ We must nev er let the 
weight of this combination endanger our 
liberties or democratic processes. We 
should take nothing for granted.” 
Ev en the Pentagon ought to be able 
to agree that this is good adv ice. Locke 
is right — those responsible for the 
“ hanky -panky ” hav e done both Eisen­ 
hower and themselv es an injustice. 
RX: Keep the Mini

WASHINGTON (NEA) - It 
ts common and natu ral to talk 
of ou r difficu lties in Vietnam. 
It is easy to forget the North 
Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong 
have their own very seriou s 
internal problems. 
This reporter has ju st road 
the most pessimistic assess­ 
ment of the Vietnam war he 
has ever seen. 


IT WAS CONTAINED in a 
directive on how the war is 
to be fou ght in 1970 and for 
the forseeable fu tu re, written 
by 
the 
Central 
Office 
for 
Sou th Vietnam (the Commu ­ 
nist 
high 
command in the 
eou th) and directed to all pro­ 
vincial. mu nicipal and mili­ 
tary' region party committees. 
Written in November, 19 09, it 
was only recently captu red. 


THIS “ RESOLUTION” was 
not meant to be discou raging. 
On 
almost 
every 
page 
it 
boasts of the great defeats 
handed 
the 
Amerians 
and 
Sou th Vietnamese. The cru m­ 
bling of the Saigon govern­ 
ment is confidently predicted. 
Final victory is hailed 
Bu t in directing party com­ 
mittees on their fu tu re tasks 
and aw'ay from their mis­ 
takes. it ou tlines what has 


gone wrong in the past and 
what is stall ou t of kilter. 


WHAT HAS HAPPENED is 
t h a t 
“we 
(Commu nists) 
placed too mu ch reliance” on 
winning the war throu gh mili­ 
tary victories; "we failed” to 
motivate the masses — to get 
close to the people and get 
them on “ou r” side. 
The political stru ggle was 
neglected. 
Propaganda zation 
ot the party line has not been 
carried 
on 
with 
diligence. 
Party leadership has deterior­ 
ated. 
THE 
PARTY 
COMMIT- 
TEES 
have 
become 
“di­ 
vorced” from the gu errillas 
and the gu errillas “dissociat­ 
ed” from the “ masses.” 
“ Su ch 
a 
situ ation 
has 
cau sed the gu errillas to be 
easily repu lsed by the ene­ 
my.” 


Regu lar army commanders 
have 
looked 
down on the 
gu errillas and refu sed to help 
them and to work with them 
. . . The North Vietnamese 
command “at each level only 
takes care of its . . . su bordi­ 
nate force and ignores . . . 
lower forces,” especially the 
gu errilla forces with which it. 
is su pposed to be co-operat­ 
ing. 
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'We *u n< i,.o weeks off in the fa ll to work for the 
c a ndida te of our c hoic e 
,, too!" 


THINGS HAVE GOTTEN so 
bad among North Vietnamese 
mainline troops, says the doc­ 
u ment, that there is a tenden­ 
cy for them to disperse “when 
faced with difficu lties . . . not 
for the pu rpose of joining . . . 
with the gu errillas in order 
to attack the enemy anew', bu t 
rather 
for the pu rpose 
of 
shu nning 
contact 
with 
the 
enemy. 
Su ch 
a 
tendency 
cau ses the main forces en­ 
gaged in cou ntering enemy 
sweeps to be easily decimated 
(defeated) 
a nd 
exposed 
to 
enemy psywar (psychological 
warfare) activities . . .” 


THE DOCUMENT IMPLIES 
the Viet Cong have become 
too 
dependent 
on 
modem 
weapons shipped in from Ha­ 
noi . . . They shou ld instead 
“manage to obtain their am­ 
mu nition and weapons by cap­ 
tu ring from the enemy, or to 
produ ce on the spot for their 
own req u irement.” 


THIS “ SEPARATION from 
the people” in the commu ni­ 
ties in which the gu errillas 
and North Vietnamese operate 
has cau sed a loss of combat 
effectiveness. It has made it 
very difficu lt to recru it new 
men and has made “ many 
difficu lties” in “messing and 
billeting” troops. 


“As a resu lt of ou r (Com­ 
mu nist) political weaknesses” 
the enemy “can move right 
back in and recaptu re areas 
whenever ou r forces 
with­ 
draw’.” 


NONE OF THIS SHOULD 
be taken as evidence Hanoi is 
abou t to give u p the stru ggle. 
On the contrary, the evidence 
is that a decision has been 
made to continu e indefinitely, 
regardless of the Paris talks. 


WHAT 
IS 
INDICATED, 
however, is that things have 
not been going at all well for 
the 
North 
Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong. There is internal 
dissension. There is a short­ 
age of weapons and eq u ip­ 
ment. The political stru ggle, 
on which all else rests, is not 
progressing well. They have 
not gained that su pport of the 
people necessary for su ccess. 


READING THIS docu ment 
in perspective and comparing 
it 
with 
similar 
docu ments 
written by Asian Commu nist 
leaders in the past, one comes 
to the conclu sion the Commu ­ 
nist high command for Sou th 
Vietnam is saying that the 
district 
ami village 
u nder- 
g r o u nd 
organization 
(the 
heart of the insu rgency) has 
deteriorated so badly that it 
mu st be rebu ilt from the 
grou nd u p—a 
process that 
normally takes years. 
IF THIS ANALYSIS is cor­ 
rect. 
then 
Vietnamization, 
with all its fu mbling and set­ 
backs, may have time to su c­ 
ceed, and 
President 
Nixon 
will be enabled 
to continue 
his 
steady 
withdrawal 
of 
American troops through this 
year 
and next 
and well 
into 
1972.

You’v e been waiting for in­ 
terest rates to go down before 
y ou finance a new car, or 
start that home improv ement 
project, or borrow money to 
buy into uncle Harold’s drug­ 
store? 
IF SO, YOU hav e a long 
wait ahead of y ou, warns one 
highly regarded economist. 
Optimistic v oices in Wash­ 
ington hav e been promising 
that 
we’H 
see 
inflation 
brought under control and in­ 
terest rates subsiding in a 
matter of months, or ev en 
weeks. Not so, say s economist 
Tilford Gaines, 
who sees an 
imbalance 
in 
ou r economy 
that “probably will take sev ­ 
eral y ears to work itself ou t.” 
THE BLEAK OUTLOOK is 
based on his analysis of the 
cau ses of ou r soaring rates 
and recent “credit cru nches.” 
Gaines, who is vice president 
and economist of Manu factu r­ 
ers Hanover Tru st of New 
York, one ef the nation’s ma­ 
jor banks, finds deeper cau ses 
than the u su al popu lar villains 
— simple inflation and the en­ 
ormou s ou tlays req u ired by 
the Vietnam war. 
THE OPTIMISTIC view is 
that 
once 
stern 
measu res 
break inflation’s back, and we 
get the war wou nd down, in­ 
terest rates will fall. Bu t in 
fact, says Gaines, ou r trou bles 
started a good many years 
ago and are now so interwo­ 
ven into ou r economy that any 
q u ick cu re is highly u nlikely. 
BRIEFLY, HIS argu ment is 
that the United States went 
through a long period of slow 
and orderly economic growth 
through 1961. Thereafter, ev ­ 
ery body began spending mon­ 
ey like drunken sailors -* con­ 
sumers, 
business and gov ern­ 
ment. Gaines documents the 
history of the spending 
binge 


in 
a long 
analysis, 
bu t 
R 
comes down to this: 
ALL OF US WENT along 
blithely spending money we 
didn’t hav e, “ all in good faith 
but all resting upon the as­ 
sumption that unlimited credit 
would be av ailable as needed 
to 
finance 
ev ery thing 
we 
wanted to do.” 
THAT WAS THE big mis­ 
take. There isn’t, say s Gaines, 
any such thing as an unlimit­ 
ed supply of credit. “ We are 
learning that credit is a limit­ 
ed resource.” As with com 
or pig iron, it simply runs 
out 
when there’s 
more de­ 
mand for It than the economy 
can su pply. 
AND, AS IN THE case of 
any commodity when it’s in 
short su pply and everybody is 
clamoring for it, prices (read 
“interest rates”) go u p. 
CONSUMERS, when there’s 
a pinch, can cu t back su b­ 
stantially on their u se of cred­ 
it — and they have. Bu t bu si­ 
ness and indu stry and 
federal 
and 
local 
governments 
are 
committed to long-term pro­ 
grams. 
Their 
commitments, 
and their continu ing needs, 
resu lt in continu ing pressu re 
on the fu nds available for fi­ 
nancing their operations. 
THESE 
BACKLOGS 
don’t 
go away. They keep bu ilding 
u p. Interest rates in the Unit­ 
ed States are at the highest 
levels in a centu ry, and prob- 
a b l y 
(adju stments 
being 
made) in ou r entire history. 
And. for whatever plans you 
can make for 
the near fu tu re, 
you ’d better learn to live with 
them. 
THE BACKLOG of credit 
de.mands that has been build­ 
ing up since about 196 2, say » 
Gaines, 
“ suggests 
interest 
rates will remain high for 0 
long while.”

1970 fair “v ery su ccessfu l.” 
He conced ed , howev er, that 


he was “optimistic” before this 
y ear’s show in say ing the fair’s 
whopping operating 
d e f i c i t 
wou ld be red u ced by SI million 
throu gh increased income and 
d ecreased ex pend itu res for the 
1970 ex position. 
It is u nlik ely the $1 million 
goal will be reached d espite a 
d ou bling of the gate and park ­ 
ing fees for the fair and a cu t­ 
back in the nu mber of fair em­ 
ploy ees, Ev ans said . 
“Nev ertheless, 1 feel it was 
a v ery su ccessfu l fair,” the 
general said . “I went incognito 
y esterd ay and talk ed to people 
arou nd the fairgrou nd s. 
“I got nothing bu t fav orable 
responses. One woman told me 


her 7 6 -y ear-old 
mother, 
who 
had been coming to the fair for 
70 y ears, said this y ear’s was 
the best fair she’s ev er seen.”

Aristo tle thus decided that it 
must be the heart, that serves 
as the seat o f the so ul, fo r he

And he arg ued that the so ul 
had to be lo cated at so me cen­ 
tral 
spo t where 
it co uld 
be 
[aware o f what went o n at every 
distant po int o f o ur anato my .
